The overwhelming majority of 
our citizens whe live by agricul- 
ture ave thinking very clear'y 
how they want government to 
help them in connection with the 
production of crops. They want 
government help in two wayt-- 
first, in the control ef surpluses, 
and second, in the proper use of 
land. - 
The other day a reporter told me 


he had never been able to under- 
stand why the government seeks to 
curtail crop production and, at the 
same time, to open up new irri- 
gated acres 

He was confusing two totally sep- 
arate objectives. 

Crop surplus control relates to 
the total amount of any major crop 
grown in the whole nation on all 
cultivated land, good or bad—con- 
trol by the co-operation of the crop 
growers and with the help of the 
government. Land use, on the other 
hand, is a policy of providing each 
farmer with the best quality and 
type of land we have, or can make 
available, for his part in that total 
production. Adding good new land 
for diversified crops is offset by 

,) abandoning poor land now uneco- 
nomically farmed. 
DETERMINES CROP PRICE 

The total amount of 
largely determines the price of the 
new crop, and, therefore, the dif- 
ference between comfort and misery 
for the farmer. 

If we were foolish enough to 
run every shoe factory 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, we would 
soon have more shoes than the 
nation could possibly buy—a sur- 
plus of shoes that would have to 
be destroyed, or given. away, or 
sold at prices far below Yhe cost of 
production. That simple law of 
supply and demand equally ef- 
fects the price of all our major 


production

You and ! have heard big manu- 


facturers talk about control of pro- 
duction by the farmer as an inde- | 
fensible “economy of scarcity.” And | 
yet these same manufacturers never 
hesitate to shut down their own

* We intend this. winter to find a 
way to prevent four and a half

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A CHALLENGE TO CANADA 

Mr. Auld, deputy minister of agriculture for 
Saskatchewan, says between 65,000 and 70,000 
farmers in that province will have to be given 
relief during the winter.

MARKET FOR POTATOES IN HONGKONG 


There is an extensive market in Hongkong 
and South China for potatoes, which are be- 
coming an increasingly important item in the 
dict of the Chinese population, writes Mr. V. E. 
Duclos, Canadian Trade Commissioner in Hong- 
kong, in the Commercial Intelligence Journal. 
Approximately 65 per cent of the 8,000 tons im- 
ported annually into Hongkong has been con- 
trolled by Japan, Middle China, North China and 
South China being the only other important 
contributors. 

No appreciable quantities of Canadian pota- 
toes have been imported into Hongkong since 
1932, when, as a result of the disturbed condi- 
tions prevailing in North China, approximately 
830 tons were shipped from Canada. Under nor- 
mal conditions shipments from Canada have 
been confined to smell lots of a few tons, and 
these have never amounted to more than 200 
tons in any one year, Canadian exporters having 
been handicapped in catering to this market by 
the unattractive prices. 

Owing to the present disturbed conditions in 
North and Central China, g>wever, and the like- 
lihood of a curtailment of shipments from these 
territories and from Japan, Canadian potato 
exporters may be afforded an opportunity within 
the next few months of participating in the 
Hongkong market. 


ITALO-BRITISH SHOWDOWN IN MEDITER- 
RANEAN AREA NEARS 
By LUDWIG LORE 


After the vote in Saturday's session of the 
League of Nations Assembly we may look for 
some positive action in the near future. London, 
Paris and Moscow insist on the immediate with- 
drawal of all volunteers. A Franco-British note 
to that effect went to Rome on Friday inviting 
Italy to a three-nation conference. On Saturday 
Mussolini's newspaper in Milan answered that 
the decision must rest with the Non-Interven- 
tion Commission, foreshadowed four days ago 
and recorded in Behind the Cables last Friday. 

Since then I] Duce seems to have had a 
change of heart. The latest reports declare that 
Italy would agree to such a conference provided 
Germany is invited also. France and Britain 
may grant this request with the proviso that the 
U.S.S.R. be asked to sit at the conference table. 
That will settle the matter for the allied Fas- 
cists and the whole conference idea will be 
wrecked. 

Impudent Russians 

Why Rome and Italy should oppose co-opera- 
tion with Russia is obvious: The representative 
of the U.S.S.R.—in all probability Maxim Litvin- 
off—will ask embarrassing questions which the 
delegates of London and Paris with their finer 
sense of diplomatic courtesy would never think 
of asking 

Litvinoff would be likely to ask what Italy 
expects to get out of Spain after a Fascist victory. 
He might inquire what Germany paid for the 
trainloads of ore and iron, of oranges and coal 
which have been flowing into the Reich since 
last February. The answers might not be too 
easy for either the Italian or the German repre- 
sentatives. 

The decision cannot be put off much longer. 
Either Mussolini or Neville Chamberlain wiil 
have to back down. If Mussolini gives in, the 
threatened war for control in the Mediterranean 
may be postponed for one year, perhaps two. 
If, however, Britain eats her “brave” words 
again and leaves Italian soldiers in Spain while 
Italy and Germany pour more ammunition and 
fresh soldiers into the Iberien peninsula, then 
war will come soon. It would mean that the long 
predicted test of strength has been made and 
found the democracies wanting 

The next two weeks will decide 


U.S.S.R.—Finland 
Finland at present has a démocratic govern- 
ment with five Socialists in the Cabinet. It 
should be easy, therefore, for her to live in 
peace and friendly intercourse with her Russian 
neighbors, yet the contrary seems to be the case 
Recently there was a tidal wave of demotions 
and arrests among high officials in the Karelia 
Soviet Republic, the Finnish part of the U.S.S.R. 
Why, nobody knew, since there has never been a 
Trotskyist or a Bucharin deviation in Kerelia 
M. L. Zakowski, chief of the Leningrad de- 
partment of the G.P.U. (secret police) finally 
consented to explain these wholesale arrests and 
deportations to the Arctic regions. G.P.U. agents, 
he said, had discovered a plot engineered by 
Finnish and German agents to convert a bat- 
talion of Karelian sharpshooters into a Karelian 
army which was to fight for Karelian secession 
from the Soviet Union. If this plot had suc- 
ceeded, Moscow would have lost northern 
naval base, Murmansk; it would have been im-

Nevertheless, the agreement reached two 
years ago left some doubts whether France was 
obliged to come to the assistance of Czechoslo- 
vakia under al) circumstances. These doubts 
have been removed 

In conversations with leading men of France 
~—Premier Camille Chautemps, Foreign Minister 
Yvon Delbos, Leon Blum and Under-Secretary 
of State Alexis Leger—it was made clear that 
France would protect the territorial integrity of 
Czechia at any time against revolt or invasion 

The meaning of this ussurance will not be 
misunderstood in the Reich. Whether Germany 
sends her soldiers into Czechoslovakia or 
whether she finances a putsch of her Nazi fol- 
lowers in that country under Konrad Henlein, 
France will stand by and protect her ally with 
all her power 

Meanwhile, France will give Prague financial 
aid and is prepared to guarantee a Czechoslo- 
vakian loan.

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Passing Show 


By J. 5. COWPER 


Acceding to the advice of a medical friend, 
Dr. Morris Weinlos, I spent most of Thanksgiv- 
ing reading A. J. Cronin'’s “The Stars Look 
Down.” It's a novel of life in the Tyneside coal 
fields, and deals with the profits of coal-mining 
and munition profiteering during the Great War, 
and with the half-hearted attempts of the Ram- 
say MacDonald government to nationalize the 
coal mines of England. 

I can understand any doctor enthusing over 
the story. Cronin, like Conan Doyle is a doctor 
turned novelist. Whether it be the psychology of 
the imaginary invalid in the story, the path- 
ology of the trapped miners dying of starvation 
and exhaustion in the flooded mine, the wounds 
of body and mind endured by a super-sensitive 
youth imprisoned for conscientiously objectihg 
to killing his fellow man, or the scene in the 
operating room of the London Lock Hospital, 
Cronin's descriptions and allusions to things 
medical and psycho-analytical are technically 
satisfying. 

What held me is the ruthless realism of the 
story. While it introduces scores of characters 
and numerous counter-plots, the mcin story is of 
the ambition of David Fenwick, intelligent son 
of a miner, to improve the lot of his fellows, He 
wins a scholarship and seeks an education, only 
to suffer handicap at the outset by falling in love 
with a little fluffy fool of a girl who can't wait 
till he is through his university course to marry. 
So through a pained life of unequal effort he 
struggles, striding forward and dragged back- 
wards, earning the ill-will of school authority 
and mine-owner, the contempt of his wife and 
the suspicion of his kind. He becomes agent for 
the Union and finally M.P. only to suffer polit- 
ical disillusionment and finally defeat before a 
war profiteer who bought his way into the 
miners’, favor by back-slapping and cheap 
largesse. The end sees him back in the pit from 
whence he came, his ideals bruised but still alive, 
his hope dimmed, but still burning. 

In its theme it recalls Robert Barr's “The 
Mutable Many” which stirred a former decade 
with its pathetic narrative of the young labor 
leader who scorned all lures to serve his kind. 
With great strategy he planned a general strike, 
to find himself, with victory looming up and 
success assured, swept out of office by the pas- 
sions of the men he had worked for. 


I'm not surprised that when “The Stars Look 
Down” was published serially in Hearst's “Cos- 
mopolitan”—one of the more expensive maga- 
zines for morons—the ending was altered so that 
truth and justice triumphed over all. In the 
moron’s magazines and novels, truth and 
justice always must win. “Winterset” was alter- 
ed to have a happy ending on the films. “Beloved 
Enemy,” over-mushy for truth, was supplied 
with two film endings. One showed the young 
Irish leader riddled by the bullets of his former 
friends; the other (the one exhibited in Edmon- 
ton) showed him being nursed back to life and 
love by the beautiful young English peeress. 

Alas, life is rarely determined on moronic 
lines. Tyrants rule by brutal might. Simple 
goodness falls prey to wicked cunning. Coulson 
Kernahan in “The Child, the Wise Men and the 
Devil” likens sin to a sea which engulfs the in- 
nocent and trusting; but which the experienced 
breast with safety and enjoyment. 


I recall the trial of a woman accused of 
poisoning her husband with strychnine. The trial 
judge told me there was no question of her guilt; 
her own counsel admitted that she was un- 
questionably guilty, the foreman of the jury 
which acquitted her told me the jury “knew she 
was guilty,” but decided they wouldn't be the 
first jury to hang a woman in that country. Be- 
cause the newspapers printed a police statement 
announcing discovery of the druggist across the 
border where she had allegedly purchased the 
poison, and the druggist failed to appear, the 
woman collecied $75,000 in settlement of libel 
actions against Canadian newspapers which 
carried the police statement. Life is full of in- 
stances where guilt, not truth, triumphs 

The writer of the biblical drama of Job knew 
life and morals. He portrayed his hero as one 
who “was perfect and upright, and one that 
feared God and eschewed evil,” upon whom al] 
manner of misfortunes fell. 

A despatch ffom London tells of the alimony 
Suit brought by a beautiful ex-show gir] of “Rose 
Marie” fame against a former Alberta flyer 
Captain Walter Newton Sherlock, old Etonian 
and former Sandhurst cadet, who won a fine 
record with the R.F.C. during the war. 

On the witness stand Mrs. Sherlock told the 
story of her husband's misfortunes and her own 
disappointments. She married him, she said. in 
the belief that he would one day inherit a large 
fortune. Accordingly she had come to Canada 
and had endured the hardship of staying for a 
whole winter at Fort McMurray while her hus- 
band flew mail to the Arctic. 

While at Fort McMurray, she said, twins were 
born to them, but died after a few days. Another 
tragedy occurred. Capt. Sherlock in making a 
forced landing struck some petrol barrels with 
his machine. Behind the barrels some children 
were at play and four of them were killed. While 
Capt. Sherlock was completely exonerated, the 
incident had so affected him that he had stopped 
flying. Accordingly she asked that he be ordered 
lo pay eighteen months arrears of maintenance 
or be sent to prison, The order was made. 

Thus do the cruel rocks of reality puncture 
holes in our ship of romance. 


Yet times do alter. Here's a “personal ad” that 
caught my notice as I scanned a copy of the 
Denver Post 

“YOUNG, lonely unwed mother-to-be de- 
sires companion, 25 to 465, finangjal aid, 
possibly matrimony.

That's an advance since they stoned the 
woman taken in adultery. 

These seekers after gold-plated romance are 
not confined to the more avid sex. Here's a bright 
young fellow of my own craft who doesn't 
scruple*to make his wants known.

A Day in Canadian Histo tter

One hundred and twenty-five 
years ago today the heights of 
Queenston witnessed both a Brit- 
ish defeat and a British victory, The 
morning saw the death of General 
Sir Isaac Brock as he led his men 
in a fool-hardy charge up the slope 


as if daring the enemy to get him, | 


because he had no 
knowledge that the Americans were 
there in force; instead of scouting 


as most men would have done, he 
rushed to his death. Magnificent, 


| indeed! but was it the proper thing 


to do? Experts have disputed ove: 
this point for more than a century, 
and neither schoo! is satisfied. No 
one doubts Brock's courege or his 
determination to meet and defeat 
the enemy; but it is evident that 
Brock did not know that the enemy 
had entrenched themselves among 
the bushes on the upper slopes. 
Maybe he was misled by intellig- 
ence from the force at Queenston 
landing that the enemy had been 
dispersed by the sinking of their 
boats, for he was not told that many 
others had landed up river. So he 
went to his death at the head of his 
men, died from the bullet in his 
breast, and it looked as if the day 
was lost 

The afternoon. however, saw the 
picture quite different, General 
Roger Sheaffe, of the 49th, who had 
assumed the general command, by 
a clever flank movement took his 
troops to the rear of the invaders, 
and at three o'clock ordered the 
advance, Few battles in British 
history were so speedy and so ef- 


fective. Within half an hour the 
enemy was in flight

was complete,” wrote Ensign John

The Facts About Banking in Canada 


Reproduced from the Sixth Broadcast in a Series by Vernon Knowles for the Chartered Banks of Canada and Delivered Over a Province-Wide Network 

of Alberta Stations on Tuesday Evening, October 12th, from 8:30 to 8:45, and Wednesday, October 13th, from 12:00 noon to 12:15. 
Outlines Loan Process by Which Banks Convert Credit of Borrower into Spendable Money . . . Shows Position of Bank Shareholders ... 
Deals Further with Limited Power of Banks To Issue Own Notes . .. Cites from Letters Received Actual Cases Where Bank Loans 
Enabled Borrowers To Turn Substantial Profit. 


N this broadcast on behalf of 

Canada’s Chartered Banks I want 

to get back to that utterly mistaken 
idea that banks make money out of 
nothing. Critics of the banks will 
tell you that banks lend by creating 
credit and that they create the means 
of payment out of nothing, that 
when they build a building it costs 
them nothing and that when they pay 
taxes it costs them nothing. These 
statements are absolutely untrue. 


When a bank makes a loan _ just 
exactly what is it that the bank does? 


Here is the answer — It takes the 
note of the farmer or manufacturer 
or the bond of the Government, and 
places an equivalent amount to the 
credit of the said farmer, manufac- 
turer or Government, allowing of 
course for a rental on the money. 


In other words the bank assumes 
an obligation to pay that amount to 
the farmer, the manufacturer or the 
Government. 

Since that obligation is one that 
must be met — and in actual prac- 
tice is met — it is a very real thing. 


The transaction creates a credit on 
the books of the bank but the means 
of payment which the banks are 
charged with creating out of nothing 
consists of resources of the bank — 
in the last analysis, cash. 


Moreover, it should be borne in 
mind that in all lending transactions 
by a bank it is the borrower who 
starts the process — he goes to the 
bank and asks for a loan, generally 
for a specific purpose, out of which 
he expects and intends to make a 
profit for himself over and above the 
bank charges. The bank does not go 
to him —- he goes to the bank. 


What the bank really does, in 
effect, is to convert the credit 
of the borrower himself into 
spendable money, which he can 
use for the purposes of his 
business, paying wages, paying his 
debts at the country store and meet- 
ing other obligations. If a man owns 
cattle he cannot spend cattle. He can- 
not pay his debts at the country store 
with cattle. His ownership of the 
cattle and his expectation of selling 
them at a profit to himself are the 
basis of his credit. When he bor- 
rows from a bank on the security of 
cattle what happens is that the bank 
converts a form of wealth, which 
he cannot spend, into something 
which he can spend and which any- 
body else will accept. 


There is no magic about it and 
those who contend that a bank can 
create money or the means of pay- 
ment out of nothing — are entirely 
wrong. The function that the bank 
performs, as we have stated, is to 
convert the credit of the borrower 
into a form in which he can spend it. 


Without a bank the farmer possi- 
bly could buy seed in the spring, hire 
help through the growing season and 
harvesting, and purchase supplies 
for his family in the meantime on 
credit — paying these debts from the 
sale of his crop in the fall. However, 
common sense tells us that the seed 
merchant, the farm labourer or the 
country store keeper could not get 
very far on this basis, for they could 
not pass on to the people, from whom 
they in turn buy goods or services, 
the obligations which they have re- 
ceived from the farmer. 


Why is this so? 
For the reason that, be the farm- 


* er’s credit ever so good, how could 


scores of people look into his integri- 
ty and his financial worth, as they 
would require to do before taking his 
promise-to-pay. Instead, the bank 
looks into the farmer’s affairs, ac- 
cepts the risk, lends him the money 
and enables him to pay cash. 


If it were otherwise and if banks 
created the means of payment out of 
nothing, why has it been necessary 
through the centuries to find people, 
called shareholders, ready to put 
their money into the banking busi- 
ness in exchange for a fair return? 
If no basis is required for what the 


bank does, the business of banking 
should be an amazingly profitable 
business — but it is not. The fact 
that it is not an amazingly profitable 
business is a simple matter of record, 
as we have shown in our broadcasts. 


Some of our listeners have asked 
that I say more about note circula- 
tion — that is, about the powers of a 
bank to issue notes. The request has 
been prompted by the utterly fantas- 
tic idea that a bank can, say, erect an 
expensive branch office building for 
nothing by issuing its own notes. A 
bank simply cannot, as has been sug- 
gested, issue a bunch of specially 
numbered bills, pay them out to con- 
tractors and others and then cancel 
them when they come back. 


Let me say to you again that no 
such thing can possibly happen, for 
the bank must give the holder face 
value for its notes when he presents 
them. Moreover, I have shown you 
that there are very definite legal 
limits upon the amount of notes that 
a bank can issue. A bank’s notes are 
a debt owed by the bank to the person 
who holds them—a debt redeemable 
in cash on demand. 


As a matter of fact, a bank’s notes 
are the very first charge upon its 
assets — that is to say in case of 
trouble a bank’s notes have to be 
paid off before a single cent can be 
paid on any deposits or on any other 
debts owed by a bank. To make 
doubly sure of this there is a fund 
in the hands of the Dominion 
Minister of Finance, known as “The 
Bank Circulation Redemption Fund.” 


This is money paid in by each of the 
banks to the Minister of Finance at 
Ottawa, amounting to five per cent on 
the average amount of Chartered 
Bank notes outstanding. This money 
is in the nature of a pool and would 
all be used, in case of need, towards 
paying off the notes of any bank. 
Surely all of this should finally 
squelch the idea that a bank has un- 
limited power in the matter of issu- 
ing its bills. 


In any case, as I have told you be- 
fore, the right of issuing notes is 
being steadily, year by year, taken 
away from the Chartered Banks and 
vested in the Bank of Canada. In 
order to obtain Bank of Canada notes 
or bills for use as currency the Char- 
tered Banks have to buy them. Every 
dollar in notes and every dollar of 
other bank obligations must always 
have behind it a dollar of assets. 
Let me stress, once more, that every 
obligation of a Chartered Bank is 
payable in cash. 


Some supposedly great authority 
is quoted as having said that if all 
bank loans were paid all deposits 
would disappear and there would be 
no money in existence. I don’t think 
that many Alberta people are stam- 
peded by such statements. 


It is equivalent to saying that if 
every sea were drained dry there 
would be no ocean liners. If every 
bank went out of existence to-mor- 
row there would still be wealth but 
the job of marketing that wealth 
would take us back to the dim, distant 
days of barter. Nothing is gained 
at any time by such extreme state- 
ments. 


You have been told that when a 
bank makes a loan and takes security, 
the bank then uses that Security as 
if it were its own. Such a statement 
is 100 per cent false. The security 
lodged with the bank remains the 
property of the borrower and all the 
records of the bank prove that fact. 
He can call for his security to be 
produced and shown to him at any 
time. Such security does not ap- 
pear in the bank’s balance sheets at 
all and when the loan is repaid the 
security is handed back to the bor- 
rower intact, 

Some of our critics plunge into 
very deep water when they draw con- 
clusions from the statement that 
every dollar that comes into cireula- 
tion represents a debt on which 
somebody must pay interest. That 
statement is u to convey to you a 


sinister impression, an entirely false 
idea of what money really is and does. 


To illustrate in the plainest of 
everyday terms let us start from the 
beginning : 

I go into the bank and 1 borrow 
$1,000 on which, naturally, I have to 
pay rent, or if you prefer, interest. 

The bank gives me, in exchange 
for my note, $1,000 in bills. I have 
got $1,000 of money, on which inter- 
est has to be paid because the bank is 
giving me a service. 


Why do I borrow the money? 


I was going to use it in a deal, ex- 
pecting to make a profit for myself; 
or I wouldn't have borrowed the 
money at all. 

Very well; I carry out the deal suc- 
cessfully. I repay the bank the 
$1,000 1 borrowed, and I have a pro- 
fit, say, of $100, which I put to my 
credit in the bank. 

You will see by the use of this bor- 
rowed money on which I paid rent, I 
have increased my own resources by 
$100, and the bank has received back 
its $1,000. 

When you multiply that thousand- 
dollar borrowing of mine, my use of 
the money and my profit, time after 
time, you see what is happening con- 
tinuously throughout the year in the 
business world and you see that the 
interest is not any strangling charge 
as has been represented to you. You 
pay rent, and you make a profit out 
of it — whatever the nature of your 
business may be. 

It is a continuous, revolving pro- 
cess — in which the dollar you use is 
not dead-weight debt at all, but pro- 
ductive money. There are times, 
however, when some of it may be- 
come temporarily dead-weight debt. 
To illustrate such a case, let us say 
that through drought or misfortune 
I suffer a loss for a season -—- say my 
deal has not been successful—and I 
Jose a part of my borrowed $1,000. 


In these cases, what I have lost docs 
for the time being become dead- 
weight debt. But with a better sea- 
son and better prices and better busi- 
ness I have a chance to recover my 
losses and repay. By far the greater 
part of the dollars that are issued are 
not dead-weight debt as you have 
been so often told; there is nothing 
sinister in the manner nor in the pur- 
pose of their issue, nor in the work 
that they do; they are, in fact, pro- 
ductive money, constantly adding to 
goods and services and increasjng the 
world’s store of new wealth. 


That is all there is to bank money. 
Bank loans are really constructive 
and productive; and the deep, dark 
hocus pocus with which critics seek 
to surround it is recognized, by folks 
of practical experience, as simply 
transparent nonsense. 

Since we started broadcasting on 
behalf of Canada’s Chartered Banks 
I have received many letters from Al- 
berta people: I have before ime one of 
them, which gives an instance of a 
large-scale farmer who had occasion 
to borrow $5,000 to purchase feeder 
cattle, 

This farmer says: “When I 
borrow money IJ estimate my pros- 
pective profit very carefully and, if 
I do not see where I am going to 
make interest charges and a sub- 
stantially higher profit for myself I 
do not borrow the money. Without a 
bank loan I could not possibly have 
financed the purchase of the cattle 
and, further, I feel that the bank's 
profit is small and mine proportion- 
ately large. 1 consider that | should 
ass me all the risk of loss for the 
sake of this higher prospective pro- 
fit. My borrowing is intelligent bor- 
rowing from a purely individual and 
selfish standpoint. I had a similar 
loan, on which the interest charges 
amounted to about $100 some time 
ago. On this loan I realized a net pro- 
fit of more than $2,000 because I was 
able to feed all of my coarse grain 
and to realize in the neighbourhood 
of ninety cents a bushel when prices 
were in the neighbourhood of twenty 
to thirty cents a bushel.” 


T have anothet Alberta tetter, fn 
which a farmer tells us that he had 
twenty hogs and, being short of feed, 
wanted to sell them. He was offered 
$200 for the twenty hogs and did not 
want to let them go at that price, so 
he went to the bank and borrowed 
$50 only. This enabled him to hold 
the hogs and feed them a while long- 
er, with the result that he eventually 
sold them for $300 instead of the 
$200 he had been offered. In other 
words he borrowed $50 from the 
bank, the bank made a gross revenue 
of about $1.75 but the farmer made a 
straight profit of $50. 

| have a letter before me also which 
appeared in the Calgary Herald from 
a Milk Producers’ Association in the 
vicinity of Calgary. It reads in part: 
“We are hearing a good deal about 
banks these days. I do not profess to 
know much about banks or the bank- 
ing business but I do know that, if 
it had not been for the banks last fall, 
I, along with many others, would 
have been forced out of business.” 
These are but a few examples taken 
at random from a large quantity of 
our mail. 


In earlier broadcasts 1 have told 
you that deposits in the banks are 
the basis upon which banks can make 
loans. Let us demonstrate its truth. 


Suppose a bank started business 
with $50,000 in cash and lent that 
amount to various borrowers. Then 
suppose each borrower drew out the 
amount lent to him, in cash, and each 
person to whom he paid this money 
put it in a sock, kept it under his 
mattress or hid it behind the clock, 
so that none of it came back to the 
bank in the form of deposits. As the 
bank has no cash in its vault the 
bank dare not make another loan be- 
cause it could give no cash to the new 
borrower, 

We can go on converting borrow- 
ers’ assets into spendable form, #.e., * 
making loans, only if the depositing 
public are willing to entrust their 
funds 1o us. It is the confidence of 
the people in banks and their willing- 
ness to leave their money on deposit 
that enables a bank to lend money 
and serve the community. 

How, therefore, can it be said that 
we have usurped the right to mone- 
tize credit? As we have shown, it is 
the individual who in the first place 
possesses the credit ; he asks the bank 
to convert that credit into money he 
can spend, The bank only does it on 
his request. 

Now I have an announcement to 
make, This is the last of our broad- 
casts, at least for the time being. In 
one of our broadcasts we said that 
some of your Alberta branch bank 
Managers might be heard in this 
series. Instead, I incorporated in my 
talks with you, much material which 
came to me direct from them, 


We told you in starting our talks 
that we would be non-political and 
non-controversial and would state to 
you nothing but the unvarnished 
facts about Canada’s Chartered 
Banks and the work they do. This 
is exactly what we have done. 
There is no mystery about Ca- 
nadian banking, other than the 
mystery created by critics who are 
not well informed, 


We are doing an honest business 
and have nothing whatever to fear 
from the fullest disclosure. Four 
million depositors have confidence in 
Canada's Chartered Banks, Were it 
not for that confidence in the honour 
and integrity of Canada’s Chartered 
Banks, no loans could be made at all.

ROME, Oct. 13--The Fascist 
militia has called for approximately 
50,000 blackshirt volunteers for East | 


African service and in preparation 


for “special emergencies,” a reliable 
source said today. 

This activity is coincidental with | 
the calling up of specialists in 
various conscript classes, and the 
despatch of several thousand addi- 
tional troops to reinforce the Libyan 
garrison. 

The 56,000 volunteers were re- 
ported being drawn from classes 
Not immediately liable for con- 
script service, thus avoiding 
weakening the potential strength 
of the regular army.
